AS  the  passing  of  the  state  border  line  in  thia  area  nos  not  quite 
clearly  defined  by  the  Peking  //iditioiusl  /^reement  in  i860  and  the  map 
in  1861,  then  bilateral  demarcation  of  territories  of  the  two  States  was 
performed  in  1886  and  the  results  are  fixed  in  the  protocol  "About  thorough 
checking  of  the  first  section  of  the  border  between  two  States*  from  June 

26,  1386. 

in  this  protocol  the  following  is  ;/ritton; 

"From  Letter  T  the  border  is  running  to  the 
bcrth-wost,  following  the  line  of  the  mountains,  west 
side  of  the  Lake  ijasoan  end  reaches  the  north  end  of  the 
sandy  ridge  where  the  second-rate  sign  III  is  set.  The 
dlatonce  is  eight  versts  anu  one  hundred  sadgens*  Further 
in  the  Sf.me  direction  it  runs  for  one  verst  and  sixty-five 
sadgens,  then  turns  and  runs  for  four  versts  and  one  hundred 
and  thirty- five  sadgens  along  the  sandy  ridge  to  the  cape  of 
£  -  Gana  where  the  sign  }J2  is  set** 

This  is  picturesquely  confirmed  by  the  cap  scale  1  versta  in 
one  Diglish  inch,  taken  with  the  help  of  instruments  in  I884.  (Photostat 
is  attached.) 

October  11,  I936,  a  Japanese  detachment,  33  nien  strong  with 
cachine  guns,  crossed  the  State  border  in  the  a.rea  vjhich  is  2*5  kin. 
north  of  the  Taozernaya  Hill,  penetrated  into  our  territory  100  meters 
deep,  in  view  of  capturing  the  land  sector  \7lth  the  square  of  150 
dosyateens,  but  it  was  driven  out  from  our  terr.itory. 

Beginning  iirom  July  1938,  the  Japanese  beg^on  concentrating  large 
forces  in  the  area  of  the  Lake  lessen.  Up  to  Jtily  29,  1938*  these  forces 
systematically  violated  the  U*  S.  Z,  P.  border  Jn  this  area,  but  each  time 
the  Japanese  were  driven  out  from  our  territory..  On  July  13,  1938*  o*'

On  July  29,  1938,  early  In  tho  nornln<^  under  the  covdr  of  deneo 
foi;  a  Japanese  conTnan:,^  attackod  our  border  patrol  on  a  nonane  hill  (area 
of  tho  Lake  Hassan). 

Trora  July  29  to  Ax^et  5  Japanese  made  several  Intense  attacks  on 
our  border  guards,  who  were  on  tho  Zaozemaya  Kill  and  on  a  number  of  no 
name  hills,  which  were  occupied  by  tho  Japanoso. 


As  a  result  of  putting  Into  action  of  the  Rod  Army  troops  on 
Au,-:uBt  11,  1938  tho  Japanese  wore  routed  and  tho  U.  S.  S.  R.  territory 
was  liberated.
